to do with grazing in the Sierra, Many 
recornize thet the saturation point. is 
soon to be reached. . "Ve know thet we .., 
are goiig to have to regulate grazing 
very soon," said the Superintendent, and 
added that itis desirable to encourage 
hiking (rather than discouragins riding) 
as a means of assuring greater use and 
enjoyment of mountain wilderness without

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‘MOUNT ‘ST. HELENA TRIP DESCRIBED 
The. Spring chartered bus trip wes a big 
success, due to splendid work by arrang- 
ers Larry Enos and Albert Glenn, NSS 
question-answerers Amy Heggie and John 
Thomas Howell, and Leader Walter Rivers. 

A beautiful day unfolded, so that some 
140 members and friends of the Sierra 
Club could enjoy that which nature and 
early California history. could offer, 
The blue sky and green fields, embraced 
by undulating, oakeforested slopes -were 
dotted with grazing sheep and cattle, 
The hishway skirts orchards in which the 
last of the blooms were evident, Some 
of the high spots of the pilrrimase in- 
cluded: 

allejo, named by General Vallejo. “hen 
the Yankee conquerors set uo their State 
of California governnent..in 1850, the 
Generel welcomed the regime to-Vallejo 
for the state Capitol. -The elaborate 
plans were incomplete, however, .and very 
shortly the Capitol was -oved elsewhere, 
liare Islend, named when a beautiful 
white mare was shipwrecked on the bay 
and swain to shore here. 

Yountville, standing on the old Rantho 
Saymis sranted in 1836 tc George C. 
Yount (11,814 acres). Yount built the 
first white habitation in Napa County. 
It hes been a Yar Veterans? Home since 
1881. 
~ "RLS" lionument, at the summit of the 
€. Helena crade (2960 feet), stands on 
ri site of the bunkehouse where 
Stevenson spent his honeymoon in the 
sumer of 1880, lis bride was a San 
Francisco girl, Fannie Van de Grift 
Osbourne. 
The ton of liount St, Ilelena, ,where we 
had a marnificent view of liount Konocti 
who by legend is a dead warrior (a boy 
friend of Tamalpa), Snow lountain, 
Shaste, and the Sierra were in a haze, 
To the south were visible ifount Tmacalpais 
Hount Dieblo, and nearby Calistoga, a 
tovm founded by iiormon Samel Brennen 
in 1859 on the site which the Indians 
called oven=plate. It was Brannan who 
first cultivated the surrounding hills 
sides, the terraced, vinescovered slopes 
waere graves orovide such excellent dry 
wine today. 

Last Aurust part of the mountain was 
swept by fire, ond soné of ‘it now pre- 
sents a desolate pm rearance, Dit the 
climb was. exhilaratins, and the descent © 
was made rapidly with a few shortcuts:
